** It is doubtful that one could encounter a more impressive work of scholarship 
and insight in the field of primitive religion than the present work. An excellent 
translation of a work composed by a foremost authority in the field of comparative reli- 
gion, who is a member of the Orthodox Church, this volume aims to acquaint the reader 
with "the labyrinthine complexity of religious data, their basic patterns and the variety 
of cultures they reflect". In preparation for another work dealing with further develop- 
ments, this book restricts itself to a study of hierophanies at different cosmic levels 
(sky, water, earth, stones), biological hierophanies, local hierophantics and myths and 
symbols. They are not studied in any isolated fashion, however, nor is there any trace of 
positivism or rationalism implicit in the author's treatment. He insists that religious 
phenomena must be studied primarily on their own plane of reality and not reductively in 
terms of economics or psychoanalysis if the study is to be truly scientific. The present- 
ation is a model of scholarship, clarity and order. Bibliographies are appended to each 
chapter and Indices at the end. The information contained in the book about sky gods, sun 
worship, water symbolism, fertility rites, sacred places and the like is in itself a reason 
for reading the book.

He helps the reader to see the coherent 
patterns emerging from continuing study of the scrolls, aided in no small measure 
by the contributions of the archaeologists who have now been busy for five seasons 
excavating at the site of this ancient desert community. Places have been established, 
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dates fixed, and much nonsense of the "secondary literature" on the scrolls is fast 

being swept away. Dr. Cross gives a systematic interpretation of the facts now available. 
Both published and unpublished data is used. The footnotes are numerous and extended and 
are published together in the second part of the book. For the serious student of these 
matters this book is a “must."

From them, the author believes, 
his readers can learn to enter into relations with God which are more direct, stable and 
vital than before. The readings are brief, each is bracketed with an appropriate Bible 
reading and prayer.

Judas' tragedy, we are told, lay in not understand- 
ing the message of Jesus as the other disciples did. His error was one of judgment, and 
when true understanding finally came, it was too late. The world of today is much 
concerned with how a traitor's mind works,--and this book makes a plausible contribution 
to such a study. But it is difficult for the authors to recapture the words, thought 
and behavior of a time so long ago,. especially when we have looked at it so long through 
Biblical glasses. The Biblical paraphrase and manner are now far away, and the possible 
realism of the book becomes dimmed: But the book is a good exercise in religious recon- 
struction, and would make good Lenten reading for those who feel ill-equipped to under- 
take scholarly study.
